Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I submit,  for  your  consideration,  the  .Annual  Report  for  1953 
during  which  time  tho  Post  of  Modical  Officer  of  Hoalth  was  hold  by 
Dr.  S.C.J.  Falkman  up  to  Juno,  1953* 

I havo  throe  observations  to  make. 

(1)  INFANT  MORTALITY  : 

14  Children  died  in  1953  before  they  attained  the  age  of  1 year. 

423  babies  were  born  in  the  same  year. 

31  Children  died  in  1939  before  they  attained  the  age  of  1 year. 

361  babies  were  born  in  the  same  yoar. 

In  1953  vre  havo  less  than  half  tho  number  of  doaths,  although 
62  more  babies  were  born. 

The  reason  for  this  very  impressive  decline  in  Infant  Mortality 
is  due  to  many  factors  such  as  improved  ante-natal  care,  skilled 
attention  at  birth  and  during  infancy.

4 new  coses  were  notified  in  1953*

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  been  as  good  as  erradicated. 

First  and  foremost  this  is  due  to  the  consumption  of  pasteurised  milk. 
Unless  the  milk  is  pasteurised  or  boiled  it  is  not  really  safe  to 
consume^  however  fresh  it  may  be.  It  is  hard  to  imagine  that  a farmer 
with  plenty  of  milk  at  his  disposal  would  only  consume  the  pasteurised 
milk  put  at  his  doorstep  by  the  retailer,  but  that  is  what  he  should  do 
unless  he  is  prepared  to  boil  his  own  milk  prior  to  consumption. 

(The  Tuberculin-Tested  Milk  may  be  safe  against  Tuberculosis,  but  not 
against  other  inf  ections ) . 
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(3)  TUBERCULOSIS  (PULMONARY)  : 

31  new  cases  were  notified  in  1933* 

34  new  cases  were  notified  in  1939. 

3 deaths  occurred  in  1953* 

27  deaths  occurred  in  1939* 

Less  people  died  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  1953  but  the 
number  notified  is  practically  the  same.  Improved  treatment  and 
follow-up  of  cases  reduced  the  number  df  deaths. 

The  number  of  new  cases  occurring  in  1953  is  practically  the 
same  as  in  1939*  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  still  a great  problem 
and  is  far  from  being  solvod.  It  is  an  illnoss  which  incapacitates 
for  a long  time.  To  provent  it's  sproad  in  tho  family  or  outside  the 
family  is  our  main  concorn.

Copies  of  Laboratory  Reports  upon  all  examinations,  except  those  of 
gyi mmi ng  Pool  samples,  were  forwarded  to  the  Manager,  Mid-Glamorgan  Water 
Board.

The  Hospitals  of  Mid-Glamorgan  are  administered  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  through  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital 
Management  Committee  in  Neath. 


(1)  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  Schoolchildren  and  the  holding  of 
Ophthalmic,  Dental  and  Orthopaedic  Clinics  is  done  by  the  County 
Council.  The  various  age  groups  are  examined  periodically  and  from 
the  school  inspections,  referred  to  the  various  clinics  if  so  required. 

Cod  liver  m 1 is  provided  for  cases  of  under -nutrition  or 
under-development.  In  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  special  steps  are 
taken  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Authorities  to  exclude  all  scholars 
who  have  been  in  contact  with  the  patient,  protective  measures, 
immunisation  and  isolation  are,  furthermore,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Health  Department. 
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MATERNITY  AMD  CHILD  WELFARE 


Tho  Glamorgan  County  Council  maintains  on  anto-natol  clinic 
ovory  Monday  afternoon  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centro, 
Church  Street,  Maos tog.  Tho  logional  Hospital  Board  providos, 
in  addition,  onto— natal  clinics  attondod  by  Local  Practitionors  in 
tho  somo  building. 

Child  Wolfato  Clinics  nro  hold  ovory  Tuosdoy  morning  and 
aftornoon,  whilo,  in  addition,  clinics  ciro  hold  fortnightly  in 
Trinity  Church  Hall,  Ncntyffyllon,  on  Thursdays  and  in  tho 
Spiritualist  Church  Hall,  Caorau  on  Wodnosdoys. 

Tho  Maostog  Matornity  Home  providos  accommodation  for  11 
patients  and  coses  aro  roforrod  to  this  institution  by  tho  Comoral 
Practitionors  of  tho  district,  Othor  casos  aro  dolivorod  by  tho 
County  Mid-wives  at  hone  or  roforrod  to  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital 
for  delivery,  abnormalities  or  emergencies.  All  Maternity  Bookings 
are  done  through  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  held  at 
Maes teg. 

The  County  Council  also  provides  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
deformed,  mentally  defective  and  handicapped  children.  These  cases 
are  selected  from  School  Medical  Inspections  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics  or  referred  by  General  Practitioners.  In  Maesteg  a School 
Clinic  is  provided  in  Flasnewydd  School  for  Dental,  Orthopaedic  and 
Refraction  cases.  Illegitimate,  homeless  and  neglected  children  are 
provided  for  in  the  Cottage  Heme,  Bridgend,  and  through  the  V/ elf  are 
Authorities. 


(3)  TUBERCULOSIS 

Institutions  are  maintained  by  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

A Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  held  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  Church  Street,  Maesteg,  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  mornings  of 
each  weak.. 


(4)  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Officers  of  the  National  Assistance  Board,  stationed  locally, 
have  a temporary  Office  in  Church  Street,  Maostog. 

Medical  supervision  and  treatment  of  necessitous  cases  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Medical  Practitioner  or  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  Other  classes  of  necessitous  cases,  like  homeless,  abandoned 
or  neglected  individuals,  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Welfare 
Authorities.

(6)  SMALLPOX 

Casos  of  suspoctod  or  confirmed  Smallpox  in  South  Wales  will 
be  admitted  in  the  first  instance  to  Penrhys  Hospital,  Rhondda. 

This  Hospital,  can  be  made  ready  to  admit  patients  within  an  hour 
from  the  time  of  notification.  Where  the  Consultant  decides  that 
a cose  should  be  admitted  to  a Smallpox  Hospital  he  will  arrange 
directly  with  Penrhys  Hospital  for  the  Hospital  to  be  made  ready 
to  receive  the  patient. 

The  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital  for  Smallpox  is  available 
for  the  Chronic  Sick  and  provides  accommodation  for  18  patients 
suffering  from  Chronic  Illness. 


( 7)  GENERAL 

The  Maesteg  General  Hospital  provides  accommodation  for 
58  patients. 


(8)  VACCINATION  AND  IMHUNIS  ATI  ON 

The  County  Council  does  not  provide  for  a Vaccination  Centre 
in  Maesteg  but  arrangements  can  be  made  with  the  Medical  Practitioner 
by  those  who  wish  themselves  or  their  children  vaccinatod. 

An  Immunisation  Clinic  is  hold  fortnightly  on  Thursday  mornings 
in  tho  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centro,  Church  Stroot,  Mnestog, 
whore  immunisations  ore  performed  free  of  charge. 

Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  suppliod  by  tho  Divisional  Offico  in 
Bridgend,  while  Vaccination  lymph  can  bo  obtainod  from  tho  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff. 
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AMBULANCES 


The  Ambulanco  S orvicos  oro  undor  the  direction  of  tho  County 
Council.  ALL  CALIS  for  the  Ambulance  Service  are  dealt  with  via 
the  Main  Station  at  Aberkeofig  (Telephone  Number  - ABEEKENFIG  303 )» 
while  Sub-Stations  are  established  in  the  Maes  teg  General  Hospital 
and  in  Caerau.  Bequests  for  ambulances  not  required  until  the  next 
day  are  met  by  means  of  a Certificate  signed  by  a doctor,  nurse  or 
midwife  and  handed  in  at  the  Local  Ambulance  Station  not  later  than 
8 p.m.  on  the  previous  day. 

In  emergencies,  or  ambulances  required  on  the  some  day,  the 
requests  are  made  by  telephone  to  Aberkemfig  and  tho  Certificate 
handed  to  the  ambulance  driver  when  conveying  tho  patient.  The 
conveyance  of  Maternity  Cases  is  arranged  in  the  same  manner.  In 
cases  of  accidents  or  other  sudden  emergencies  occurring  immediately 
adjacent  to  an  ambulance  sub-station,  drivers  have  boon  instructed 
to  deal  with  the  emergency  and  thorns  elves  inform  tho  .Ambulance 
Control  Station  of  tho  action  they  are  takLrg,  provided  an  ambulance 
is  available  in  tho  sub-station  at  tho  time  of  the  emergency.
